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The Life of Pushmataha 


BY EL A. MACMILLAN, 
Ada. Oklahoma. 
The name and fame of l’ushma- 
ftuia stands pre-eminently the first 
in the history and traditions of the 
Choctaw Indians. 
His great abil­ 
ity as a statesman and philosopher, 
his skill and reuown as a warrior, 
and his wise and judicious leader­ 
ship e a s ily places him among the 
greatest Indians of all time. 
Pushmataha was of unknown pat- 
outage and in after life he proudly 
proclaimed that his mother was a 
towering oak and his tat her light­ 
ning 
and 
that 
Pushmataha 
come, 
forth in thunder a full fledged war­ 
rior. 
The superstition of his peo-| 
pie and his own statement of his 
birth gave a mystical halo to his 
name and as a result many of his 
deeds of valor and heroism found 
in the legends of the Choctaw must 
be considered 
somewhat 
mythical. 
Several years of his life were spent 
in Eastern Texas and Oklahoma al­ 
though his death occurred prior to 
the removal of his tribe to Indian 
Territory. 
While in the west he

a tribe held to 
be 
cannibals— and 
was 
greatly 
feared by them. 
The Caddos 
Osages knew
